LANSING RULES

Secretary of State Fixes
Status in Accordance
- With 1828 Treaty

BRITAIN WILL PROTEST

LONDON, Feb. 8. — Official an-
nouncement was made today at the
Foreign Office that the British Gov-
ernment will lodge a protest if the
United States Government gives an
adverse decision as to the status of
the Appam. }

WASHINGTON, Feb, 0.

The Appam, hrought into Norfolk by a
terman commerce ralding crew, Is 6 war
prize, Iin the oficial view of the United
States, Bevretary Lanelng announced
todny.

"Thera |8 no doubt that the Appam In
n Gorman prize of war, The questlion for
this Government now to declde In what to
do with her as such prize.”

The Secretary of State a0 summed up
the siatus of the former British lner to-
day and nt the same time accepted the
decislon of the Department Neutrallty
Board conoerning the vessel's status. Ha
explained that the fact there was an
American eltizen on board made no ma-
terial difference. He was well treated
while & prizoner and all of his rights wern
proserved.  Secretary Lansing =ald  he
hopes o declslon regarding the final dis-
positlon of the Appam will ba reached
within 48 hours.

Although the department ordered all
persons on board of the Appam releansd,
Beeretary Lansing sald that Lieutenant
BHerge, In command, had precedant for hia
refusnl to dlscharge those persons who
have been in the military or naval serv-
les of Great Britain.

OVER HALF SUN'S FACE;
GAZERS SLIP AND SLIDE

Afternoon Murkiness Only No-
ticeable Phenomenon Here
and People Observe Thrift

Day All the Same

ZONE OF TOTAL “NIGHT"

The eclipse of the sun today passed
without a great denl of excitement on the
part of the humans below It. They fg-
urad that on Thrift Day they had no time
to be looking at samething which couldn't
do them any good. Ooeaslonally ons saw
an interested gazer looking through o
palr of gmoked glasses, and more than
one fell on the slippery sldewnld under-
neath, breaking both his Interest and his
Klnsnon.

The eclipss made good all right. It ar-
rived at MW:ld pharp, & Hitls black speck
on the lower laft corner of the sun, and
got lnrger and larger. At 2 minutes prst
11 o'clock It had done Its worst, und
had shaded 48-100 of the sun, nearly all
the lower half. Phen It began 1o move
anway nd gradusily as it had grown, and
by 1238 it had gone. All s progress
was from sast Lo west.

The phenomenon, which Is the frs
even partial eclipss of the sun since May
g8, 1900, bagan, a8 viewed from other
planets (if that be pousible), with a lttle
durk speck In tha Paclfic Ocean. south-
west of Lower Callfornia. It Immed|-
ately formed a murky pathway 20 mlleas
Wide and traveled across Mexlco and
the upper portion of South Americs and
narthenst noross the Atlantle Ocean, dls
appenring agaln into space off the wedt
goant of England
